Ss A ward Dacers and others) of tharOur Citty are impriſo- 
ried for pteſerving their Duty and Loyalty ro'Us, and- for refuſing to 
joyne in, or affiſt this horrid and odious Rebellion againſt Us, and thar 
the ſaid wicked and trairerous Perſons, have preſumed to condemne the 
faidinnocent Men to dye, and upon ſuch their ſentence notoriouſly a- 
gainſt the Lawes of God and Man, they intend to executeand murther 
Our ſaid Subje&s; We have thought fir to fignify to you the Major, Al- 


dermier, Shcriffcs, and the xeft of the body of the Councell of cthac Our 
City, that if you ſufferthis horrid and execrable murther to be commit-. 
red upon the Perſons aforeſaid, and thereby callche juſt judgement of 
God, and bring perpetuall infamy upon chat Our Citty, We ſhall look up- 
onitas the moſt barbarous and inhumane Acthat hath been yer commir- 
tedagainſt Us, and upon you as the oſt deſperate berrayers of Us, and 
of the Lives and Liberties of your fellow Subjects, And We doe therefore 
will and Commandyou, not to ſuffer any violence to be done upon the 
Perſons aforeſaid, butthat if any ſuch be attempted againſt chem, that ' 
you rayſe all the power and ſtrength of that Our Citty for their reſcue, 
and tothat purpole We command all Our good Subjects of that Our Cit- 
ty toaydeandalsiſt you upon their Allegiance , and asthey hope for any 
Grace and Favour at Our hands, And that yowand they Kill and Slay all 
ſuch who ſhall atrempr or endeavour to take away the lives of Our ſaid 
Subjects, And for ſodoing this ſhall be your warrant. And hereof you 
may not faile at your utmoſt Perill.
